In the good old days of fifty years ago the 
inhabitants of Victoria ‘and its vicinity’ 
wero just us susceptible to naises as we of 
tho present day, and it was deemed ox- 
pedient in 1844 to pasa an Ordinance where- 
by those night birds that disturbed the 
slumburs of the founders of the Colony 
should be summarily dealt with. At that 
time the complaints raised were aguinst ‘Va- 
rious loud and unnecessary noises mado by 


' private watchmen and other personé,” For- |" 


tunately, the private watchinen have been, 
by strict supervision, educated up to 
that point at which they ura able to dif- 
furentiate betwéen ‘ noises * and ‘unneces- 
sary noises,” but thero are numerous 
‘other peryous’ still woefully in want of 
that education. These persons are care- 
fully attended to in the City.of Victoria by 
the Polico. It appeara, however, from a 
recent decision at the Magiitracy that the 
Peak is not in the vicinity of Victoria, and, 
accepting that decision as applying to the 
Peninsula of Kowlcon, wo are in this posi- 
tion that the poace and quict of the inha- 
bitants in these districts is not protected 
by that Ordinance or any subsequent 
Ordinance, The population of Kowloon 
hag inerensed with enormous bounds dur- 
ing recent years, und it bids fair 
to bein the future the residential suburb 
of the City of Victoria. At present there 
is one very strong drawback to residence in 
Kowloon, and that is the fuct of its not be- 
ing, in the legal sense, ‘in the vicinity’ of 
Victoria. In consequence of the somowhat 
cramped tyfinition given of the vicinity of 
Victoria by our local legislators, Chinese 
tousic, eracker-firing and playing on gongs, 
drums and other noisy instruments are 
carried out ad tid. Added to theso distur- 
bances, the members of Our Very Own 
cccasionally indulge in an Indian war dance 
with the usual accompaniments of tom-toms. 
It. is difficult enough under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, with the thermonieter ranging 
between 80 and 90 degrees, to court sleep, 
and therefore ono docs not feel in o parti- 
cularly happy frame of mind when one’s 
sleep has been dispolled by one or other of 
the noises so lovingly cherished vy the Chi- 
nese. Tho Chinege-female stono-breskors 
are hard-working ‘and industricus people, 
but they also have their failings, and the 


principal of thesv is their custom of keep- 
Ing up 4 Joud ana nested conversation, at a 


very early hour in the morning, increasing 
in vehemenco the greater the diatance be- 
tween’ the combatants, Free education 
should, therefore, be oxtended to them 
in the Inws relating to disturbances, Al- 
though the Police have: no power. un- 
der any Ordinanco. to arrest a person for 
creating a disturbance of the nature indi- 
cated, fortunately when appealed to they. 
are able by persuasion to put a stop for the 
time being vo the disturbance. But they 
ought to have the power extended to them 
to deal summarily with those disturbers of 
peace and quict, and thereby relieve resi- 
dents from the necessity’ paying of a visit 
tu tho Police Station and laying 2 formal 
complaint. It will not matter whether the 
powers are conferred by the extension of 
‘in the vicinity’ to the Peninsula, or whe- 
thor a special Ordinance is framed to 
protect the inhabitanta of what are now 
‘recognised as out-districis from these an- 
noyances. We commond this matter to.

The Emporor also spoke of deter- 
mined opposition to the policy of Baron 
Von Bieberstoin upon the part of the 
Agrarians and Conservatives, .and oven the 
‘National Liberals, and quoted the interpel- 
Iation of the Government on the subject of 
tho Dingley bill in support of his remarks, |

Lf 1 were asked to stato what'a Russian 
schoolboy does with his spare time after 
working hours are over I should be much 
puzzled what to say. Unfortunately young 
‘Russia’ has not tho faintest glimmering of 
knowledgo of the practice or even of the

of men will occasionally rig up their net, 
which they raise to about the height of a 
foot und a half, and play a species of bat- 
tledore and. shuttlecock over it until the 
balls disappear; but it is acarcely tennis, 
As a matter of fact, a Russian generally 
rushes at the ball aud misses it ; on the raro 
occasions when ho strikes tho object he 
does so Avith so much energy 
unless stopped by the adversary’s eye, or 
his partner's disappears for ever into ‘the 
blue.’ Croquet is a mild favourite, too, 
but it is played very Isnguidly and un- 
scientifically. 

Of winter sports—in which, however, 
but a small minority of the Russian youth 
caro to take part—there.are skating, ico- 
yachting, snow-shocing, and _ice-hilling. 
Tho skating ought, naturally, to be very 
good in Russiu. Asa matter of fact, the 
ice is generally dead.and lacking in that 
elasticity and spring which is characteristic 
of our, English ice. It is too thick for 
elasticity, though tho surface is beautifully 
kopt and scientifically treated with a view 
to skating wherever a space is flooded or 
an acre or two of the Neva’s broad bosom 
is reclaimed to make a skating ground, 
Some of the Russian amateurs skate marvel- 
lowely, a8 also do many of the English and 
other foroign residents. 

The Russians are a theatre-loving people, 
and the acting must he very good to please 
their critical taste. Many of the theatres 
are ‘ imperial’ thatis, the State ‘pays tho 
piper’ if the recsipta of the theatre so pro- 
tected do not balance the expenditure. In 
paying for good artists, whether operatio or 
dramtic, the Russians are most lavish, and 
the Imporial Italian Opora must have been 
@ source of considerable expense to the 
puthoritios in the days of its State 
exdowment. I believe this branch of 
theatrical entertainment has now, how- 
ever, deteriorated into a private en- 
terprise. Noarly covery. Russian is a 
natural musician, and can not only sing in 
tune, but can take a part ‘by ear.’ Tho 
moi with the balaletka or garmonka is 
always sure of an adwiring audience, whe- 
ther in tuwn or village ; and there is nub a 
tiny hamlet in the empire but resolves it- 
self, on holidays, into a pair of choral 
socictics—one for male and one for female 
voices—which oither parade up and doin 
tho village strect, singing, without, of 
course, either conductor or accompaniment, 
or sit in rows upon the lenches vutside the 
huts, occupied in a similar manner. 

Occasionally, but very raroly, you may 
seo o party of Russian children, or young 
men and women, playing in the open air, 
at one of two games. The first isa variant 
‘of ‘ prisoner's base ;' tho other is a species 
of ninepins, or skittles, played with o 
group of uprights at which short, thick
